CITICAGO, Dec. %.—Replying to the 
repeated statements of John 8S. Miller, 
“the $100,000 lawyer,”’ defending John R. 
Walsh, the banker, that “the national 
Comptroller of the Currency not only 
knew of the use of memorandum notes 
by Walsh, but had suggested them to 
Walsh,”’ United States Gircuit Judge An- 
derson sharply denounced such conduct 
by any comptroller as a ‘‘connivance at 
violation of the law in which the plain 
duty of the Comptrolicr was to procced 
against the bank.’’ 

“Why, your honor, every national 
bank in the country uscs this system of 
notes as a convenient means of carrying 
balances,” said Mr. Miller. “The Comp- 
troller approves of-it- and the national 
bank examiner has never objected to it. 
The silence of beth those officials gives 
official sanction to the practice.” 

Judge’s Opinion of Duty. 

“No officeholder can approve of viola- 

tions of the law, no matter how high 
his office;”’ retorted Judge Anderson. ‘‘It 
is the imperative duty of the Comptrol- 
Yer in the case of every bank using these 
notes and the other methods described 
here to revoke the charter of the bank,’’ 
‘“‘Whenever he fails to do 
this he fails to perform his duty as an 
officer .of the Government, ‘whose prin- 
cipal function it is to prevent such viola- 
tions.’’ 
The Court expressed no opinion as to 
the truthfulness of the. charges of the 
defense against ‘the Government bank 
officia 

‘During ‘arguments .by Waish’s attor- 
ney to sustain a, motion to dismiss the 
banker, Judge Anderson: ruled against 
them in many important points. 

Mr. Miller asked that the case against 
the banker be taken from the jury ve- 
cause of the alleged failure of the Gov- 
ernment to prove that any financial 
losses lrad occurred as a result of the 
transactions of Walsh, as president of 
the Chicago National Bank, and also 
because of the alleged failure of the 
prosecution to show that any of the 
acts had been committed with intent to 
defraud. 

Mr. Miller’s further objections’ to the 
Court’s interpretation of the law and 
evidence were that Walsh had a right 
to “transfer credits’ .on the “bank's 
books to make it appear that millions 
were due instead of owed; that-in all 
his transactions the banker was strict- 
ly within his legal rights; his dual éa- 
pacity as owner of .corporations and 
head of the banks left him free to act 
in each of them separately, in one to 
lend money to his corporations, and the 
other to sell stocks to the banks: that 
the Government did not properly set 
forth the charges.

Maroney and Lewis ' Favored. 

The .Governor’s callers. got the im- 
pression that the Circuit Judgeship, 
worth $5,500 & year, was certain to go 
to Andrew C. Maroney, and that the 
vacancy which would result in the pres- 
idency of the Board of Election Com- 
missioners, paying $3000 a year,. would 
be filled by the appointment’ of Edward 
S. Lewis. They also got the Impression 
that the appointment of Jamisen to the 
police cornmissionership depends § anly 
on getting his consent. 

“I have had more than 1090 applica- 
tions for the Circuit Judgeship,” said 
the Governor to-a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch. “Most of them are 
from men well qualified for the po- 
sition. 

“I. shall announce an appointment 
to this place, and probably to the 
Police Commissionership, before I go 
back to Jefferson City.”

MILLBURY, Mass., Dec. 26.—Many in- 
teresting sidelights are thrown on the 
Taft family in the history which the 
Secretary of War’s mother compiled 
during the years just preceding her 
death. This record, just published as a 
part of the genealogical history of Wor- 
cester County, contains eulogies of Mrs. 
Taft's husband, father and mother and 
references to her distinguished son. 
which show the pride she took In him. 

Of her husband, Alphonso, she. says 
that his fearlessness as a Judge prob- 
ably prevented him from being Gover- 
nor of Ohio. Judge Taft presented a 
dissenting opinion in which he held that 
the Cincinnati School Board had a right 
to stop the reading of the Bible in pub- 
lic schools. 

“‘When the case went to the Supreme 
Court of Ohio,” she writes, “this opin- 
ion was sustained by the unanimous 
court of five judges and has sifce been 
the law throughout the United States. 

Prevented His Nomination. 

“The Bible in the public school case 
arose in his path several times later 
and probably prevented him being Gov- 
ernor of Ohio. When, however, the 
storm of prejudice and bigotry had sub- 
sided and the people had time to con- 
sider the matter, Judge Taft’s reputa- 
tion as a Judge who knew neither fear 
nor favor was inevitably conceded.” 

On his mother’s side,|this story shows, 
Secretary Taft is descended ‘from Wil- 
lam Torrey, who came from. Somerset, 
England, to Weymouth, Mass., in 164, 

There have been some big men in the 
family beside the presidential possibil- 
ity. The fifth William in the line of 
descent, Secretary Taft's grandfather, is 
reported to have stood six feet seven

Justice Jimmy Miles and former Sen- 
ator William J. Schoenlaub have been 
recéiving the compliments of friends and 
admirers on thelr prowess as fighters 
and congratulations on the good fortune 
which brought them in contact only 
with beardiess youths and not mature, 
muscle-hardened men, who might hav> 
hart them. 

The fight in which the jurist and 
statesmen would have distinguishei 
themselves if the other fellows had not 
sat on them, occurred Monday evening 
when Schoenlaub collided with a couple 
of youths on South Broadway and 
knocked a package of candy from the 
hands of one of the young men. 

Schoenlaub, who is at the City Hos- 
pital, suffering from a broken leg and 
bruises and cuts about the head, has 
‘been dubbed “the confectionery boy.’ 


Miles was able to go home, but his 
face was badly addled. _In honor of the 
drubbing, which he took so heroltally 
he has been breveted “the candy kid.”’

OF NEW YORK

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—In an editorial 
pointing the way by which New’ York 
City can regain and maintain its pres- 


tige—business and otherwise—the World 
today says: 

“The Erie Railroad cuts the wages of 
its clerical employes. The splendid work 
of the-United Hebrew Charities is ham- 
pered by unusual needs and by lack of 
fundss The State Board of Charities re- 
ports four times as much destitution as 
usual at this season. Factories are closed 
or running on short time. Freight ship- 
ments decrease. ‘Retail trade, chameleon- 
like, takes color from its sad surround- 
ings. The exchanges have no heart for 
holiday jollity. 

“The woes of the Stock Exchange 
matter little. New York is under no ob- 
ligation to insure a value of from 
$40,000 to $60,000 each to 1100 memberships 
of a close corporation, 97 per cent of 
whose transactions are merely gambling 
with marked cards. 

“Causes better understood in Wall 
street than elsewhere may keep business 
in that region dull, but the kind of ‘pros- 
perity’ that is gained by gambling and 
spent along the great White Way in 
buying heart disease does not help the 
city. 

“Short-sighted is the business man 
who says he has no time to ‘bother with 
holidays.’

The time ought to be near at hand when the 
banking business of the United States will be re-

A limit upon the embargo has been fixed in- 
officially on several occasions, but the dates have 
passed unnoticed. It is assumed that no precon- 
‘cert led to the suspension of currency payments. 
Probably there will be no agreement in advance 
as .to their resumption. They were stopped in 
alarm. They will have to be renewed in confi- 
dence and strength. 

It may be accepted as practically certain that 
from now on the longer the plunge is delayed 
the harder it will be to make it. Those who for

If the basic conditions in this country 
had not been much better than even the bankers 
imagined, and if public confidence had not been 
far superior to that of the financiers, the almost 
universal suspension of cash payments would 
have precipitated such a frenzy as was never 
before known. 

On this rock the banks have been resting for 
more than two months. It is worth the while 
of the sagacious men who manage these great 
and presumably solvent institutions in every 


can safely permit that confidence to be under- 
mined, 

‘This has been a bank panic almost exclusively. 
Probably it was excusable at the beginning and 
pessibly the extraordinary measures adopted for 
protection until a look about could be had were 
justified, but no one can seriously propose that 
these expedients be continued indefinitely. 
Their excuse at the outset was fear as to the 
effect which the failure or impairment of two 
or three speculative Eastern banks might have 
upon the people at large. The people have paid 
no attention to the matter. They have refused 
to take alarm. They have declined to go crazy. 
But they have suffered in many ways from the 
action of the banks, and unless relief comes soon 
they are destined to suffer even more keenly. 
Except for the fact that the explanations given 
at the time were received as‘in good faith, the 
suspension of currency paymenis in itself would 
have been sufficient to lay industry, commerce 
and credit prostrate from coast to coast. Amer- 
ican banks have suspended specie payments on 
several occasions, but this is the first time in the 
history of the Republic that practically all of 
them have refused to pay money of any kind. 
It may be depended upon that if the advice 
of the weak is to be followed; ‘if counsel is to 
be taken of timidity; if procrastination and fore- 
boding are to prevail over law, duty and cour- 
age, the day will never come when the banks 
will perform their complete functions. 

‘There has been time enough to take account 
of stock and to ascertain the temper of the people. 
As yet there has been no loss of confidence. 
There is faith tm the country, in its financial 
system, in its splendid resources, in the industry 
ot its people and in its banking institutions. 
The bankers who wish to fortify that faith will 
pay. | .

The best way and the only way to kill the pre- 
!miam on currency, to revive business and indus- 
try and to unlock all the miserly hoards of money, 
big and little, is to let down the currency bars 
where they were first erected, and that is at the 
counters of the banks.

The Post-Dispatch Christmas Festival 
Fund covered in its entertainments every 
part of St. Louis. At seven halls at 
least 20,000 children spent a happy after- 
noon. In each one of these halls there 
Was an enormous Christmas tree, beau- 
tifully decorated, flashing with multi- 
colored electric lights, a Santa Claus 
beaming kindly upon the little ones, and 
gifts and goodies for all. 


Talented Citizens Help. 


At each of these halls scores of men 
and women were present to welcome the 
little children of the poor and see that 
they passed a happy day. More than a 
hundred of the most talented men, 
women and children in St. Louis vied 
with one another in amusing them, and 
the police and fire departments aided in 
keeping order and affording protection 
with officers who love and understand 
child nature. 

Tn all.thé city not an accident marred 
the joyousness of the day. Everyone 
was happy, not only those who were 
served, but, most of all, those who 
served. 

But, besides the children, many a 
homeless and hopeless man was made 
happy by being welcomed to a dinner 
which had nothing of the savor of ¢char- 
ity about it. 
At noon a dinner was given at the 
MicGday Lunch Room to more than 2000 
men who might otherwise have gone 
hungry. The dining-room was set with 
tables at which four men could be seat- 
ed at a.time. There were flowers and 
Christmas decorations everywhere. 
There were men in rags, men falarly 
well dressed with clean collars, men on 
crutches, but all stamped with the 
badge of unemployment. 

The dining-room was spotless. Forty 
waitresses with black dresses and white 
aprons served the company. The bill of 
fare consisted of goast turkey, roast 
pork with dressing, cranberries, celery, 
pie and coffee, and as each man passed 
out he was handed a good cigar. While 
they ate an orchestra consisting of two 
violins, a cornet, trombone, a bass viol 
and drums, played the latest music un- 
der the direction of William G. Brown. 
The dining-room was in charge of J, B. 
Vogelsang, while John Forrester con. 
ducted the work in the kitchen. It took 
a staff of six cooks, #0 waitresses and 
30 helpers in the kitchen to serve the 
hungry men. : 

Tom of Meat Consumed. 


The food consumed consisted of half 
a ton each of turkey and pork, 600 pump- 
kin pies, two barrels of cranberries 
which made 100 gallons of sauce, 20 
loaves of bread consumed in stuffing 
turkeys and 200 loaves of bread sliced 
for the tables, 1a. .dozen heads of celery, 
90 pounds of sugar, 40 gallons of cream 
and 300 gallons of: coffee.
